morning for their eleventh annua] reunion.

Before the meeting of. the convention in 
confederate hall the Ladies’ Memoriaj As- 
sociation .signalized the first day of the 
reunion by holding in Calvary church a 
memorial meeting for Jefferson Davis.

Gailor, The church was filled to the ut- 
most by listeners to the beautiful serMice 
Hall a Thing of, Beauty. 
The great convention hall was the cen- 
ter of an enormous crowd for nearly :wo 
hours before the hour set for the com- 
mencement of the exercises, which was 10 
o’cloc. Crowds of delegates, attended in 
many instances by members of their fam- 
ilies, besieged every entrance and the sér- 
geant at arms “and his numerous avssist- 
ants had their hands full in controlling 
them. The task, which was not a light 
one by any.means, was accomplished 
without troub‘te of any description. The 
interior. of the hall was, this morning! a 
thing of beaut¥. The last finishing touches 


- had been put upon it and the cxcellent

MEET IN ANNUAL REUNION 


&.—The nee of 


the ‘sixth annual reunion of the United 


Auvditorium,.Was curtailed, owing to the 
fact that during the morning an erro- 
neous report became circulated that the 
Sons of Veterans would assemble with 
the Veterans in Confederate hall. 

The morning. session was brief, com- 
paratively few being present, and was 
devoted to addresses of welcome. The 
afternoon session was attended by about 
400 delegates and the convention proceed- 
ed to the business before the organiza- 
tion. 

The sixth annual reunion of the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans was called 
to order in the Auditorium at 10:45 today 
by Bishop Thomas F. Gailor, of Mem- 
phis. Prtéyer was offered by Rev. Dr. 
George Patterson, of Memphis. 

Beautifully Decorated. 

The Auditorium was beautifully deco- 
rated with the national colors, while over 
the stage hung pictures of General Stone- 
wall Jackson, General Robert E. Lee, 
General N. B. Forrest and others who 
had been intrepid leaders in the southern 
confederacy. At the rear of the stage, 
sitting in a semicircle, were the sponsors 
and maids of honor of the different camps 
of Sons of Veterans, wearing vari-colored 
badges and streamers pertaining to their 
camps and forming a beautiful back- 
ground to the occasion. 

Brigade Commander R. 8S. Leedy Mat- 
thews, of Memphis, assumed the chair 
and introduced the division commander 
of Tennessee, James J. Bean, who deliv- 
ered the address of welcome. 

In a brief address the commander of 
the Tennessee department, George B. 
Byers, of Holly Springs, Miss., turned 
the convention over to the commander in 
chiet Biscoe Hindman, of Louisville. who 
made a short speech In acceptance and 
assumed the chair.

The afternoon session was opened at 3 
o’clock by the response to the addresses 
of welcome, delivered in glowing terms 
by W. W. Davies, of Kentucky, assistant 
inspector genéral of the organization. 

A committee of three, consisting of R. 
B. Horton, of Missouri; James Mann, of 
Virginia, and G. T. Fitzhugh, of Mem- 
phis, was appointed to convey the greet- 
ings of the Sons of Veterans to the Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans at Confederate 
hall. 

Report Shows Growth. 

The annual report of Adjutant General 
J. Elliott Riddell, of Louisville, was then 
submitted to the convention and adopted. 
General Riddell reported that 106 camps 
have been organized since the reunion in 
Louisville a year ago; three camps in ex- 
cess of the total number organized during 
the first, third and fourth years of the or- 
ganization. The number of members 
added to the confederation by reason of 
the new camps thus formed reaches the 
aggregate of 4,500... The total receipts 
during the past year was $1,488, as against 
$776 the year previous. The expenditures 
during the year amounted to $626, leaving 
a balance of $862 in the treasury. 

Bishop Galilor then took the floor and 
said that inasmuch as his name was be- 
ing considered in connection with the of- 
fice of commander in chief he felt it his 
duty to say before the convention that if 
the position was offered to him he would 
be obliged to decline for the reason that 
his ministerial duties were so constant 
and unremitting he could not find time 
to discharge the duties of commander in 
chief. : 

The convention then proceeded to rou- 
tine business and after the appointment 
of the committee on credentials ad- 
journed until 10 o’clock tomorrow. morn- 
ing.

WELCOME GIVEN TO VETERANS. 


Gov. McMillin, Mayor Williams and 
ex-Senator Turley Speak. 

At the conclusion of the prayer Gen- 

eral Gordon introduced Governor McMil- 

lin, of Tennessee, who welcomed the dele- 

gates in behalf of the state, 
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record in the war and deplored the fact 
that so many of the glorious band had 
passed away. Cheer after cheer greeted 
the governor as he resumed his seat. 
Mayor “Williams, of the city of Mem- 
phis, was next introduced by General 
Gordon to extend to the visitors the wel- 
come of the city of Memphis. 
Address by Mayor Williams. 


The address delivered by Mayor Wil- 
liams was in part as follows: 

Comrades: It now remains for me to salute 
you and bid you thrice welcome to this city 
and to this hall, I am profoundly gratified 
to see here today so many: of the venerable 
men who did battle for the cause for which 
Lee and Forrest fought and for which John- 
son and Jackson died. 

Until this hour I have regarded and valued 
my commission as brigadier general in the 
confederate states army as the highest honor 
I have ever achieved; but today esteem it 
the proudest distinction of my life to meet 
and to greet the heroic survivors of every 
important battlefield from the Potomac to 
the Rio Grande. The followers of Lee and 
Jackson, Hampton and Stuart, Gordon and 
Longstreet and Fitz Lee and of other leaders 
of that invincible army of northern Virginia 
are here. Those of Albert Sidney and Joseph 
E. Johnston, Bragg, Beauregard and Hood, 
Forrest and Van Dorn and heeler are here, 
Those of Kirby Smith and Price and Taylor 
are here. So that, every army and army corps 
that illustrated the valor and prowess of south- 
ern soldiers and threw luster upon the confed- 
erate arms is represented here today; and this 
fact alone would make this reunion an in- 
teresting and glorious occasion.

PRESIDENT MAY CALL

Feared Importers Will Take Advan- 
tage of De Lima Decision To 
Bring in Philippine Prod- 
ucts—The Porto Rico 
Decision.

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- Washington, May @.—Interest in the 
supreme court decisions centered at the 
war department today and efforts .were 
made to ascertain the fmtention of the 
department regarding, the Philippines as 
they are under the department's control. 
Secretary Root would express no opinion, 
saying he had not set the full text of 
the decision before him and that it would 
require careful consideration before the 
entire import of these opinions could be 
ascertained with a view of governing 
future executive action. 


Several senators and representatives 


cussed the situation: with him, giving 
their’ views and interpretations of the 
opinioris rendered yesterday and the bear- 
ing they would have in the future govern- 
ment of the Philippines. Among these 
were Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
‘chairman of the Philippine committee of 
the senate. He expressed the  optnion 
that the decision of the court would 


cessary in the coming Session of congress. 
He also was clearly of the. opinion that 
under the Spooner law the president had 
absolute power to provide for a revenue, 
both customs and internal, for the Philip- 
pine islands tin the general scheme for 
the Philippine government. 

Another suggestion made by senators, 
previous to the time when it was sup- 
posed that a decision In the Philippines 
case would be rendered by the court sim- 
ilar to the De Lima tn Porto Rico, 
was that an export my) 0h. gopds coming 
from the Philippines tothe United States 
could be levied in order*te prevent free 
trade from the fslands to the United 
States. 

Will Apply Dingley <Act. 

Any such necessity will be obviated, 
however, by the determination of the 
treasury department to continue to col- 
lect Dingley rates on Philippine products 
and goods coming from the islands. 

Figures were fyrnished at the war de- 
partment showing the collections from 
the Philippines. From April 11, 1899, to 
-February 28, 1901, there were collected 
on goods imported from the United States 
to the Philippines $1,012,925. During the 
same period there were collected on ex- 
ports from the Philippines to the United 
States $196,149. From April 11, 1899, until 
April 12, 1901, the date of the passage of 
the Foraker law, the collections on im- 
portage from the United States to Porto 

believed that the war department 

n promuigate a tariff for the Phil- 

The Philippines commission to- 

with officers in charge of the cus- 

s in the island prepared a _ provi- 

stonal adraft for.a new Philippine tariff, 

which was published in March.

May Mean Extra Session. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., May 28.—During the 
trip of the presidential train eastward 
through Iowa today the published reports 
of the opinions of the supreme court in 
the insular cases were discussed with 
great interest by the president and his 
cabinet. The decision in the De Lima 
case, if followed in the Philippine case, 
as it is assumed it will be, might result 
in the calling of an extra session of con- 
gress. 

In the De Lima case the court decided 
that the duties collected on Porto Rican 
goods before congress enacted the For- 
aker law were illegal and must be re- 
funded. It gg presumed that the court, 
following the same lines of reasoning, 
will decide that the duties collected on 
goods from the Philippines were also il- 
legal and are: subject to free entry into 
the United States until congress acts as 
it has already done in the case of Porto 
Rito. Such a decision would mean not 
only the refunding of duties heretofore 
collected, but would open the ports of the 
United: States to merchandise and ‘goods 
of every description from the Philippines 
until congress meets in December. It is 
palpable that importers might. take ad- 
vantage of this to ship goods into the 
United States through the Philippines 
and thus defraud the government of its 
revenues. ‘ 

Whether the danger from this source is 
great enough to warrant the calling of 
congress in extra session is. one which 
will be decided only after full delibera- 
tion. It is possible, however, that this 
danger may have been already obviated 
in the enactment of the Spooner resolu- 
tion delegating temporarily to the prest- 
dent the power to govern the Philippines. 
This may be considered an act of con- 
green within the meaning of the Downes 
ecision affirming the constitutionality of 
the Foraker law. But it is a delicate 
question and one which the president re 
his advisers’ will consider in all its bear- 
ings before coming to a conclusion. 


Porto Ricans Are Not Pleased, ~ 

San Juan, P. R., May 28.—The first re- 
port of the supreme court decision in the 
De Lima case received here last night, 
which was. interpreted as declaring the 
taxation of imports from Porto Rico to 
the United States 15 per cent of the Ding- 
ley duties to be unconstitutional, was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction.

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DELIVERED BY COL. YOUNG 


Memphis, Tenn., May 28.—The speech 
of Colonel Bennett H. Young, of Louis- 
ville, was. based wpon tke achievénmwnts 
of the army of Tennessee. It was the an- 
nual oration, eloguent and well Gviivered. 
Colonel Young was frequently intcrrupt- 
ed by great cheering and tremendous ap- 
plause. He said: 

“We are gathered, comrades, today in 
the city wheré was the home in ie of 
that wonderrul man, Nathan 2. iforrest, 
judged by the resuit of his military op ra- 
tions, easily the greatest cavalry geiucial 
the world ever produced. 

“In our journeying to this temporary 
contederate mecca, we have pust 
through scenes coas2?/a.ed by his gcntus 
and rendered immortal his ca:wpaigns. 
It was from Memphis the expedition 
started under General Sturgis which 
found its discomfiture at Brice’s cross 
roads, and from which Genera:s Mower 
and Smith went to return disappointed 
in their search for the man whose vcry 
presence kept at bay 50,000 of his enemies, 
and we are all now not far ‘rom tke spot 
to which he came, when on August 21, 
1864 he boldly entered this city and drove 
at break of day three tederal genérals 
from their beds, captured: their clothing 
and baggage and Sw prisoners and then 
safely extricated himself from danger ol 
capture, 

“Named by you, Mr. Commanier, as a 
speaker on this day, I have thceught it 
not inappropriate to mention scme of 
the figures the army of Tennessee 
made to the glory of the confederacy, and 
to hold up again the wreaths which 
crowned the brows of the men who on the 
samguinary battlefields of the ‘west aid 
and dared. all that men coulda Go to win 
from the inexorable decrees of fate the 
liberty and independence of ihe south. 

‘The army of Tennessee, thougn cften 
besten, never despaired; though many 
times defeated, it never doubted; no mis- 
fortune could destroy its courage a no 
adversity could quench its spirit. 

“Briefly, comrades, allow me to call 
your attention in a comparative way to 
some*battles in the west woich are iear- 
ful in mortality, and all of whica in a 
high degree show not only the genius, 
but the courage of ‘he men of the west.

“Of the eighteen confederate briganes 
suffering the greatest losses im single bat- 
tles, Chickamauga had first pinct, and 
if the records of Franktin could.be writ- 
west would he.enttied to 
eleven out-of the twenty6ne 1¢€; 0r:ed. 

“The bhatth of..YTreviian’s station, in 
Virginia, .on the Hth.and 12th days of 
dune, 1864, was fought conclusively by 
cavalry and is generally conceded ‘to 
the most sanguinary conflict in that line 
of the army of*northern Virginia. The 
federal forces numbered over 9,000 and 
the confederates 5,000. In command of 
the federals was Sheridan, with. such 
lieutenants as Gregg. Merritt and Custer, 
while Wade Hampton, who is as unpur- 
chaseable in peace and poverty as he was 

atriotic and brave in war, led the con- 
ederates with lieutenants such as Butler, 
Rosser. Young, Fitzhugh Lee and Lomax. 

‘The day before the battle of Trevilian 
station, on the 10th of June, 1864, Forrest, 
with his western men behind him, had 
fought not only the greatest cavairy bat- 
tle of thé war, but the greatest cavalry 
battle of the world. Forrest and his men 
were the most formidable enemy with 
which the federal armies contended. Gen- 
era] Sherman said of him, ‘Forrest is/the 
very devil, and I think he has got some of 
our troops under cover,’ and he declared 
that Forrest must be killed if it took 
10,000 lives and broke the treasury, add- 
ing, “There will never be peace in Ten- 
nessee until Forrest is dead.”” He offered 
$10,000 reward for his death or capture 
and a major generalship to him who 
would destroy this foe. But the question 
most serious, of all to the federal cem- 
manders was who should undertake this 
task. A great many federal somiers had 
gone against Forrest only io tind their 
plans anticipated and the objects for 
which they had set out defeated. At last 
the choice fqli on Samuel E. Sturgis, brig- 
adier general, who had achieved recent 
success in his battles in east Tennessee 
and was regarded as a real fighter. 

“After a march of some seventy-five 
miles from Memphis on june $%th, Gen- 
era] Sturgis concentrated his entire com- 
mand near Brice cross roads, in Missis- 
sippi with 8100 men and twenty-five 
pieces’ of artillery, and wher he cyerned 
fight he had less than 2,000 men. He ccn- 
ceived the design of crushing the cavalry 
before the infantry, which was some eight 
miles away, could be brought into action. 
At no time during the battle was Forrest 
able to carry into action more chan 3,300 
troops. With these he defeated an army 
composed of 3,400 cavalry and 4,$00 infan- 
try and unquestionably the hest men of 
the west. His artillery was four‘een miles 
away from him when the conilict started. 
From 10 until 4 in the rays of a fierce sun 
these cavalrymen from Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky. Alabama and Mississippi engaged 
in a desperate hand to hand confiict with 
the so'diers of Indiana, lllinois, Minnero- 
ta. Iowa and New Jersey. Sherman him- 
self was compelled to’admit that Fcr- 
rest whipped Sturgis in a f..ir fight. He 
not only whipped Sturgis, but reuted Tris 
forces. He wounded or ki.led or captured 
2612 men, amounting to about thirty per 
cent of his entire force; captured ‘€ wag- 
ons and ambulances, all but four pieces 


of Sturgis’s artillery and mad») of the 
federal iine a fleeing, panic stricken mob.

Sixty thousand 
of these McClelland carried into confiict, 
while 27,000 more were held in reserve 
ready to enter the contest when called. 
Antietam was as brave a fight as has ever 
been witnessed. The terribie loss on both 
sides told with unquestionable accuracy 
of the tremendous struggle. Of the -outh- 
ern men 8,000 were left on the field; bri- 
gades and regiments were almiost anni- 
hilated. 

‘‘As the confederate army on the Ridge 
looked down and across the valley at 
the other side, some two miles away 
where the federals were intrenched, those 
20,000 undismayed and gallant atriots 
presented one of the most imposing and 
thrilling scenes that had marked the con- 
duct of the great war. Qne of the as- 
Saultin~ coiumns was led by the impet- 
uous and chivairous Claiburne., No troops 
ever passed through more tremendous 
discharges of artillery and small arms 
than those men from Tennessee, Missis- 
sinni, Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, North Carolina 
and Kentucky on that terrible day. By 
their vaior, they found a resting. place 
in ‘part behind the works of their ene- 
mies, but it was only the rest of death. 
Of the confederates engiged in this con- 
flict the loss reached the enormous per- 
centage of 33 per cent. ..:ckett, in nis 
world renowned charge, lost 21 per cent, 
while the infantry engaged at Frana.in 
lost 33 per cent. Thirteen regimental com- 
manders were killed, thirty-two wounded 
and nine captured. Of the four brigadier 
generals in Brown's division, Carter, Gost 
and Stranl were killed and Gordon cap- 
tured, and the major general was so se- 
verely wounded his division next day was 
commanded by a colonel. Major General 
Clainurne, General Cranberry, Major Gen- 
eral John Adams !- - dead, while General 
Cockrell, General Mannigault, General 
Quarles and General Scott were wound- 
ed. In proportion to the number of men 


bloodiest of modern times. In preportion 
to the number of officers who entered 
this conflict no other battle of modern 
times presents more terrible losses. For 
daring and desperate courage and mor 
tality, the battle of Franklin stands out 
as one of the most memorable of ali its 
coniuicts, 

“Five thousand slain and wounded of 
the 28,000 who were engaged at Malvern 
Hill declareu the valor of those who, in 
this conflict, but renewed the brilliant 
reputation the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia had already won in the great 
struggle for southern independence. A 
few weeks later, on the soil of Kentucky, 
the men of the west were to fight the 
battle of Perrysville, whicu, for numbers 
engaged and length of time consumed in 
fightine. takes probably second rank 
among the conflicts of the wdr. On the 
8th day of October, 1862, on the Chaplin 
Hilis which extend from. the valley of 
Salt river, the federal iorceg under Gen- 
eral Boell and the cenfederate forces 
under General Bragg met’ in ‘battle. in 
the afternoon 15,Ww conféed assatict 
22,000 federals. The fighting was at close 
range, and at one ‘time and in on ope 
of the fray, only a rail fence divided 


{ those who were thu® contesting in dead- 


liest combat. Across the valleys and 
over the hills the struggle was cafried on, 
and when night came the confederates 
had won and held the battlefield. but at 
terrible cost; of the 15,000 who at 2 o’clock 
had gone forth in panoplied array 3,400 
had felt war’s harsh touch, and in this 
brief space a federal loss of 4,400 told 
how terribly earnest the purpose and un- 
failing the courage of the men who op- 
posed the confederate charges. 

‘Those who had seen Shiloh and af- 
terwards witnessed Chickamauga declared 
that \in many parts Perryville was the 
most’ dreadful battlefield they had ever 
seen. Its list of gallant dead and glorious 
slain tells how fierce the conflict and how 
er gm a the courage of the contest- 
ants. 

“The east has not been fully informed, 
and therefore does not mete out justice 
to the confederates who maintained the 
mighty struggle in the vast west. Time 
must rectify and adjust this condition. 
As the east speaks with pride of the 
glorv won by the southern hosts at Get- 
tysburg, the west answers back, ‘And 
here is Chickamauga.’ 

“As the east. catching the echoes of 
heroism that rise in such splendid notes 
from the gales of Antietam, the west an- 
swers back with consciousness of duty 
well done. and points to the blood-stained 
field of Shiloh as its contribution to the 
renown of confederate armies. 

“As the east lifts to view the gory 
form of Malvern Hill. the west responds, 
“We have Shiloh,’ and when a second Ma- 
nassas is mentioned, the very mention 
of which touches the deepest emotions of 
every man who wore the gray, the west 
answers back with the requiem of its 
slain and the heroism of its dead who 
sleep at Franklin. 

“When the east so justly sings the 
praises of Stuart and Hampton and their 
valiant host, the west answers back, ‘We 
gave Forrest and Morgan and _ their 
knightly riders.’ 

“And from regions beyond the ‘Father 
of Waters’ comes the refrain of the heroic 
deeds of our brothers at Wilson’s Creek. 
Elkhorn, Mansfield, Pleasant Hill and Sa- 
bine Pass, and the world listens in rap- 
turous wonder and admiration as from 
all sections of our southland comes the 
same story of illustrious courage and 
hero patriotism and unselfish consecra- 
tion to the cause of liberty. In ages to 
come there will be no page of human his- 
tory with brighter or fairer record than 
was written by the people of the confed- 
erate states in the four years of their 
struggle for freedom. The courage, pa- 
tience and gallantry of its men, the de- 
votion, constancy and sublime sacrifice 
of its women, contributed to the world’s 
history a priceless treasure.”’

By the pro- 
visions of section 3 of the Foraker bill, 
free trade becomes operative. whenever 
the Porto Rican legislature passes a res- 
olution that an adequate system of insu- 
lar taxation has been put into operation, 
and President McKinley, upon. notifica- 
tion of this resolution, is to proclaim free 
trade for Porto Rico. If the plan now in 
contemplation is carried out Governor Al- 
len will convene the legislature In extra 
session solely for the purpose of present- 
ing this resolution. This action. will 
probably be taken July 2th,. at which 
time the Hollander bill will have been in 
force for nearly one month, and it is 
propame that free trade .will be declared

Havana, May 28.—The Platt amendment ° 


was accepted by the Cuban constitutional] 
convention today by a vpte of 15 to 14.

The radicals made a hard fight at the 
last moment and Senors Portuondo, Go- 
mez and “amayo bitterly arraigned the 
conservatives. \ Senor Tamayo was par- 
ticularly vindictive and declared that 
everybody who voted in favor of the 
Platt amendment was a traitor to his 
couhtry. The convention compelled him 
to retract this statement.

Seror Gomez spoke for more than an 
hour and his speech undoubtedly won 
over Senors Castro, Robau and Mandu- 
ley. He appealed to the patriotism of 
delegates and rehearsed the long fight 
for independence, denouncing as perjur- 
ers all who favored the Platt aemcendment 
on the ground that they had sworn to 
draw up a constitution for an independ- 
ent republic.

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NEGROES MAY LYNCH NEGRO 


Outlaw Is Being Chased Through 
‘Swamps at Dublin. 


HIS WIFE IS A PRISONER 


> = 


Friend of the Fugitive Is Given the 
Whip in the Public Square 
at Dublin. 


Dublin, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—The ne- 
groes of Dublin all day yesterday scoured 
the swamps around Dublin looking for 
John Robinson, who assaulted and mur- 
dered Bertha Simmons about ten miles 
west of here. They believe that Robinson 
is in or near Dublin. Two hundred ne- 
groes are after the- murderer and if he 
is caught he will be lynched. The negro 
race seems just as willing to.relieve the 
county of a murder trial as any of their 
white friends could be. In the crowd 
hunting Robinson are several negro 
preachers. 

The negroes learned yesterday after- 
noon that Bob Andrews, a Dublin negro, 
was a friend of Robinson and had har- 
bored him Friday night. They sought in- 
formation from him as to Robinson’s 
whereabouts, but Andrews was non-com- 
mittal. Believing that he knew more 
concerning Robinson than he would tell, 
they took him to the pavilion in the edge 
of town and whipped him: very severely 
in the hope of making him reveal the 
hiding place of the fugitive. Andrews 
told them where he expected to find Rob- 
inson, but he was not there when the 
crowd surrounded the place. They 
brought Andrews back to the city and 
requested that he be locked up. Later he 
was released. Robinson’s wife is still be- 
ing held as an accessory before the fact. 
She denies that she knew anything of 
the assault and murder, but acknowledged 
that there is no doubt that her husband 
assaulted and murdered the woman. She 
seems but little worried.

WHAT SENATOR BACON SAYS. 


Grave Injustice Done the Senator 
and Adjutant General Corbin. 


Macon, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—There 
was published in the newspapers of the 
United states yesterday a dispatch from 
Washington city to the effect that Adju- 
tant General Corbin would leave in a few 
days for the Philippines to get the affairs 
of the army there in good condition prior 
to the arrival of Senator A. O. Bacon, 
of Georgia, and other senators and con- 
gressmen who will visit the islands for 
the purpose of learning the true condi- 
tions existing there. 

Concerning the statements made in the 
dispatch, Senator Bacon expressed him- 
seit today as follows: 

“The press dispatch from Washington 
relative to the purpose of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin in going to the Philippines 
this summer does a grave injustice both 
to him and to myself. While in the Phil- 
ippines I hone to gain information from 
personal observation of the*characteris- 
tics and conditions of the country and 
of the people which will be of value to 
me in my future official work. But it is 
not my purpose to make an investigation 
either of the army or of any of its of- 
ficers. I have neither the authority nor 
the inclination for such work. There is 
not the slightest basis for «ve charge or 


even the suggestion that General Corbin’s* 


intended trip to the Philippines is in the 
slightest degree influenced by any con- 
templated movements of myself. He goes 
there very properly in the discharge of 
his official duty as the adjutant general 
of the army.”’ 


TWO NEGROES HAD SMALLPOX. 


One Came from Fort Valley and the 
Other Was from Dublin. 


Macon, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—Some 
consternation was caused in the colored 
waiting room at the union depot this 
morning when it was ascertained that 
two negroes wére there who had well de- 
fined cases of smaltpox. One of the par- 
ties was a woman, a lunatic, who was 
being taken from Fort Valley to the asy- 
lum at Milledgeville. The other person 
was a negro man from Dublin. Chairman 
Barron, of the Macon board of health, 
investigated the cases and pronounced 
them smallpox. He ordered the negroes 
to be carried immediately to the pest- 
house and directed that the colored wait- 
ing room at the depot be fumigated.

LABOR PROBLEM VERY SERIOUS 


Chonic Tdlers Are Worrying the Au- 
-- thorities at Jacksonville. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 28.—The situa- 
tion in the city today is similar to that 
of yesterday and no new developments 
have appeared. The labor problem is 
still a great one, but carpenters are being 
supplied with tools and a number of 
buildings are now in course of erection. 
There are sOme men on the streets who 
are chronic idlers and the lumber mills 
are short of hands to do their work.

Savannah, Ga., May  28.—(Special.)— 
Somewhere in Savannah, probably in the 
city garbage pile, there is a large pack- 
age of letters that will make interesting 
reading if any one (finds it who 
cares to peruse the letters. They 
are addressed to ‘Rev. Sam -P. 
Jones, care DeSoto hotel, Savan- 
nah, Ga.’’ They were thrown out of that 
gentleman’s room by the chambermaid 
yesterday and sent to the garbage pile 
through mistake. Mr. Jones, when he 
found the letters were gone, was angry, 
but could do nothing, as the offending 
maid simply gave as an excuse that she 
“didn’t think they wus any good” and 
had thrown them out to get rid of them. 
She looked upon the letters as trash. 
Those documents tell many tales. Some 
are requests that the evangelist offer 
prayers for wayward sons or drunken 
fathers. Others are making appointments 
with the minister by penitent sinners who 
want to see him and talk to him.

COLONEL J. G. MINER IS DEAD, 


Assistant Secretary of Confederate 
Navy Died in Poverty. 

Cincinnati, May 28.—Colonel James G, 
Miner, an assistant secretary of the con- 
federate navy during the civil war, died 
in poverty today.at Milford, O., aged 
eighty-two. He was a graduate of Edin- 
burgh. university, a native of New Eng- 
land, but a resident of Texas and a friend 
of General Sam Houston. He served un- 
der Taylor in the Mexican war. 

Before the war he was one of the own- 
ers of the famous Tredgar Iron Works, 
of Richmond, Va. The civil war swept 
away his fortune and since he has battled 
unsuccessfully in the effort to build up 
a new fortune.

In a trunk in this city 
he had a million dollars of confederate 
bonds and money.

Then the sugar and tobacco interests 
began calling on their high protec- 
tionist allies, and the result was the 
complete change of front of the pres- 
ident and his party. The -few repub- 
licans in congress who dared oppose 
the tariff wall that was erected at the 
dictation of these interests were 
threatened with annihilation. 

All this, in a sense, is ancient history, 
but it is worth recalling here to show 
both the American sentiment on the 
subject and the absolute domination 
of the republican party by interests 
which will force the erection of similar 
walls against the pruducts of the Phil- 
ippines and will endeavor to prevent 
the annexation of Cuba for their self- 
ish purposes. There can be no ques- 
tion of the position the republican 
party must occupy. It will be allowed 
neither to sweep away these barriers 
against the colonies nor to make those 
changes in the Dingley law, which re- 
publican leaders acknowledge are right 
and just. Republican legislators are in 
no sense free agents when it comes 
to tariff legislation. 

But the people will demand these re- 
forms; the people will demand fair 
play for the colonies. In this demand 
lies democracy’s greatest political op- 
portunity. 

The democratic party stands for a 
revenue tariff made in the interest of 
the people instead of in the interest 
of the trusts—a tariff under the opera- 
tion of which there shall be equality 
of burden and equality of inci- 
dental benefit. The glaring faults 
of the ‘Dingley law which was 
made by the trusts can never be cor- 
rected except through the democratic 
party. And only through the demo- 
cratic party can there be the ABSO- 
LUTE FREE TRADE WITH THE 
COLONIES which American fair play 
and American sense of justice demand. 

Marriage and Divorce. 

The necessity for uniformity in the | 
marriage and divorce laws, which was_ 
emphasized by the recent decisions of 
the United States supreme court, de- 
claring illegal certain divorces granted 
in the while-you-wait states of the 
west, has impressed itself upon the 
country. 

The corner stone of civilization is 
the home. That it is impossible to 
throw too many safeguards around the 
home is self-evident; and by the same 
token it is evidently ewrong that there 
should be the lack of respect for mar- 
riage which has resulted from the 
American possibilities of divorce. Mar- 
riage should be uniformly regarded a 
sacred.tie, a contract not to be lightly 
broken. It cannot be this if divorce is 
to be had on such grounds as incom- 
patibility of a light and airy nature, 
or if it is a mere case of “we agree to 
disagree.” 

Such a system of divorce strikes a 
blow at the marriage tie and at the 
home. Far more serious consequences, 
however, follow a condition under 
which the divorces granted in one state 


.are not recognized in al] the others. 


This is the condition presented by the 
decisions of the supreme court, which 
are in themselves the strongest pos- 
sible arguments in favor of uniformity 
in the divorce laws of thé country. 

The sacredness of the home, the 
rights of children, even the legitimacy 
of the children—ali these things are 
involved in the condition revealed by 
the supreme court, and the decision of 
that tribunal is in effect a notice that, 
inthe interest of our civilization, 
there must be reform. 

The Washington Post criticises The 
Constitution for its advocacy of a fed- 
eral divorce law. We are told that 
this demand involves, abandonment of 
the doctrine of the rights of the states 
for which the south has stood, and 
that, in any event, it would be next to 
impossible to secure the ratification~by 
the states of such an amendment to 
the constitution as would have to pre- 
cede the enactment uf a federal law. 
This latter is a mere matter of opinion. 
We incline to the belief that such an 
‘amendment would be promptly rati- 
fied, because the great majorify of the 
people of all the states are interested 
in the good morals of the country and 
in the home. 

The Montgomery Advertiser, com- 
menting on an editorial which recently 
appeared in The Constitution, says: 

The Atlanta Constitution favors a fed-

state should be legal and valid in all oth- 
er states. 

The sentiment which demands a uni- 
form system: of laws in all the states 
would indorse a federal divorce law, 
becausé it must be evident that it is 
only through legislation by congress 
that the desired end could be secured. 
There is no other practical way. It 
is impossible to secure the. passage of 
the same laws by the legidiatures of 
all the states. 

We are not particularly impressed by 
the state’s rights bugaboo, The states 
have the right to delegate to congress 
the power to enact the proposed legis- 
lation, and the doctrine of the state’s 
rights would be in no wise weakened 
by such action. We incline to the be- 
lief that it would be strengthened, 
rather, when it is demonstrated that 
the individual states stand ready .to 
‘delegate their inherent or reserved 
powers to congress whenever it is in 
the interest of right and public moral- 
ity that they do so. 

The demand for reform is urgent. 
If the only practical way to bring it 
about is through federal legislation,

The Fuel of the Future. 

Scientific investigation has disclosed 
the fact that the product which re- 
mains after gaSoline, naphtha and kero- 
sene are extracted from petroleum can 
be used to advantage as fuel, and 
thoughtful commentators upon the sub- 
ject are already speaking of petroleum 
as the fuel of the future. 

Commenting upon un editorial which 
recently appeared in The London Ex- 
press on the subject of petroleum as 
fuel, The New York Sun says: 

The fuel of the future, according to The 
London Express, is petroleum, or, rather, 
the residuum after the finer offs—as naph- 
tha, gasoline and kérosene—have been dis- 
tilled from it. This residue, which consti- 
tutes two-thirds of petroleum, has till 


+ recently been thrown away, but is now 


found to be superior to coal. “A ton of 
liquid fuel,’’ says The Express, ‘“‘will pro- 
duce as much steam as two tons of coal 
and fills only a third of its space.”” Be- 
sides being a concentrated fuel. thé oily 
residuum has the merit of packing closer 
than coal, sq that it can be used as bal- 
last, being run into the ship's double 
bottom. When space is scanty, as, for 
example, in torpeo boat destroyers, the 
use Of a fluid fuel seems to be almost 
imperative, It is already, in fact, very 
largely used in the French, Russian and 
Dutch fleets. On the Volga steamers use 
it altogether, and the same is to be said 
of the forty steamers that ply between 
Borneo and London, a distance of 10,000 
miles. Locomotives on two of the great- 
est railway systems of England employ 
liquid fuel. On several important conti- 
nental railways it is used exclusively, and 
the same is to be said of the Southern 
California railway. In south Africa, on 
the traction line between Umtall and 
Salisbury, Rhodesia, oil is used because 
wood and coal are too expensive. This 
brings us to consider the objections made 
by the British admiralty to the use of oil 
to propel the fleet. It is urged that the 
oil supply is insufficient—Russia and 
America being the only large producers— 
and at present costs over twice as-much 
as coal. In case of war England might 
find herself cut off from oil, whereas. she 
has stores of coal at numerous stations 
all over the world. The larger cost of oil 
is a weighty. objection. To be added are 
the cost of adapting furnaces to the use 
of liquid fuel and the difficulty of recon- 
verting them fn case it should become 
necessary to return to the use of coal. 
At present England mines 200,000,000 tons 
of coal annually and would need 100,000,000 
tons of petroleum to replace it. To this 
it may be answered that oil mining is an 
expanding industry and that an enlarged 
demand for oil would increase the supply 
and reduce the price. 

This information will relieve the 
fears of nervous and dyspeptic people 
who have been prone to think that the 
end of the world. was near at hand 
because of the scarcity of coal.. No 
sooner does one material become 
scarce than another appears, and thus 
the progress of the world goes on. 


Russia’s Forest Lands. 

Though Russia’s forest lands are 
vast in extent, she has recently adopt- 
ed stringent measures for protecting 
them against the indiscriminate incur- 
sions of the ax. 

Wherever trees are cut down they 
must be immediately replenished by 
young plants, unless it can be shown 
that the area is already so thickly 


covered with trees as to incensere with 


healthy forest growth. 

Each locality or district into which 
the forest lands are divided is placed 
under rigid supervision and no viola- 
tion of the forest laws is permitted to 
escape punishment. 

Similar measures should be adopted 
in this country, where our forest lands 
are being rapidly denuded with the 
result that we are subjected to great 
danger not only in the loss of fuel and 
timber, but also in the risks to which 
we are exposed at the hands of cy- 
clones and floods. 

Each year the necessity of stringent 
measures for protecting our forest 
lands is becoming more and more im- 
perative, and we cannot do better than 
té imitate the precaution of Russia.

Columbia, 8. C., May 2.—(Special.)— 
Senator Tillman issued an address to 
the people of South Carolina from his 
home this evening. It is in @ large part 
explanatory of his action in resigning 
and precipitating a campaign upon the 
people in this off year. There is a good 
deal of unfavorable comment upon the 
action of the senators, because 4 octi- 
sions an extra canvass of the state. 

The address contains 1,200 words and 
recites incidents of the meeting and prior 
to it. The senator says it is true that he 
is impulsive, but his impulses have al- 
ways been for the best interests of the 
people. He thought that forcing a cam- 
paign this summer would prevent McLau- 
rin organizing his machine; that the 
junior senator has the federal patronage 
and unlimited money at his disposal and 
had prepared to make an unopposed can- 
vass of the state this summer.

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Fetato Bugs. 

Editor Constitution—The experiment station 
receives daily inquiries for a means of de- 
stroying the Colorado ‘potato beetle, or ‘‘po- 
tato bug,”’ as it is commonly called. The fol- 
lowing method has been repeatedly published, 
not only in The Constitution, but in many 
other papers of the state. It was given in 
detail in bulletin No, 29, published in October, 
1895. In Professor A. L. Quintance’s paper 
on ‘‘Insects and Plant Diseases’’ that appeared 
in The Weekly Constitution in the early spring 
of 1900, it wes given in a detailed and il- 
lustrated article. It was repeated in -The 
Weekly Constitution of May (4, 1900; again 
in The Weekly of May 27th instant, But it 
seems that there are many gardeners who 
Irish potato vines are now being attacked 
the first time and they have forgotten, if they 
ever saw, the remedy so often published, It is 
as follows: 

So soon as the first bugs are seen, which may 
be within a few days after the potatoes come 
up, spray the vines with a mixture of one 
pound of paris green in 75 to 100 gallons of 
water. It is best to use a regular spray pump 
to apply it, but it may be done effectively by 
means of a common whisk breom, Care should 
be taken to frequently stir the mixture, since 
paris green does not actually dissolve in water, 
but is only held in suspension, just as corn 
meal or other fine light powder would be, 

Perhaps it would be a more convenient way 
for many to mix one pound of the paris green 
in about twenty pounds of cheap wheat flour 
and dust the mixture on the plants while the 
latter are wet with dew or rain, or made wet 
by sprinkling, Put the poisoned flour in <a 
bag made of cheese cloth and shake it over 
the plants. 

While the paris green is a violent poison 
and should be handled with care, there will be 
no danger whatever of poisoning the potato 
tubers. in whatever way tne poison be ap- 


plied the application should be repeated after |

In 1875 
Mr. Avery sold the lumber interests that 
had made him a fortune and for the re- 
raindéer of his active life devoted his en- 
tire attention to the watch company that 
he had organized in 15867. 

When the watch company was formed 
there was a capital stock of $100,000, Un- 
der the ¢irection of Mr. Av@ry 
the business of the factory increased so 
:teadily that in 186% the stock was 
tade $2,000,000. In 188 this was doubled. 

Mr. Avery was. familiar with every 
branch of the establishment. Under his 
c:ders a gymnasium was built for his em- 
ployees an@ a lodgirg house for the men 
of the factory also was put in operation. 

Mr. Avery organized the Chicago Brass 
Company in 1887, his son, Frank M. Avery, 
be'rg the general manager of the concern 
until ris death. Conrected with the fac- 
tory were the large rolling mills at Ke- 
nosha, Wis. On December 1, 1899, Mr. 
Avery retired from active business. 

Mr. Avery was married to Miss Marga- 
ret E. Morris, daughter of his first em- 
ployer, in New Woodstock, N. Y., in 1847. 
To them were born two sons, Frank M. 
and Charles O., both of whom are now 
dead. Mr. Avcry’s only direct heirs ara 
two. grandchildren, Margaret E. Avery, 
daughter of Charles Avery, and Thomas 
M. ‘Avery, Jr., son of Frank M. Avery. 
Mrs. Avery died several years ago.

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HANDLES WHARVES AGAIN. 


Leave Expires and the City Resumes 
Control. 

New Orleans, La., May 28.—(Special.)— 
The city of New Orleans recovers posses- 
sion today of all its wharves and public 
landings, and they will be operated for 
the city hereafter by the board of port 
commissioners. The wharves have been 
under the control and management of 
private corporations for the last quarter 
of a century. In 1875, the city finding it- 
self unable, because of its financial con- 
dition, to maintain its wharves, which 
were rotting away and falling into the 
river, leased*them to a private company, 
which was obligated to repair and keep 
them in order and was authorized to re- 
pay itself by collecting the wharfage 
dues. This lease was renewed several 
times, the last time being in 1891. The 
wharf lessees made a pot of money from: 
the transaction, but the commerce of 
New Orleans suffered from excessive. 
wharfage dues. A few years ago, believ- 
ing that vessels were being driven from 
the port by the wharfage dues collected, 
an attempt was made on the part’of the 
city to buy the unexpired lease, but terms 
could not be agreed upon. The lease hav- 
ing now expired, the wharves become the 
property of the city and will be operated 
in the interest of its commerce. One of 
the first steps will be to reduce the 
wharfage dues nearly one-half. An at- 
tempt will be made to make the port as 
nearly free as possible, only such charges 
being collected as are necessary to keep 
the wharves in repair.

Washington, May 28.—The United States 
supreme court has decided that John 
Glavey earned two government salaries 
while acting as steamboat inspector at 
New Orleans three jyvars after his ap- 
pointment in 1891. He was occupying the 
position of school inspector with a salary 
of $2,200 at that time wnen the déffice of 
inspector of foreign vessels was created 
by law with pay amounting to $2,000 a 
year. 

Glavey was appointed to the latter piace 
with the specified provision that his ser- 
vices should not be compensated because 
of his occupancy of the other office. He 
accordingly received no salary for the 
$2,000 position during the three years he 
held the two places. He brought an ac- 
tion for $6,000 in the court of claims, al- 
leging that a condition made by an ex- 
ecutive official c@uld not invalidate a 
statute. The court of claims refused to 
allow the claim, but the supreme court 
reversed that decision, thus holding the 
claim to be yalid.

CASE SETTLED YESTERDA 


Marshal Had Levied on 112 Cars 
Under Fi. Fas. and the Matter 
Had Then Been Taken 
Into’ the Ccurts for 
Settlement. 


As predicted in The Constitution, a set- 


tlement was yesterday morning effected 


between the Southern Iron Car Line 
Company and the city relative to the back 
tax case which has been pending for sev- 
eral weeks. ‘ 

Checks aggregating $978.18 were given to 
City Tax Collector Payne. These covered 
the amounts agreed’on for the Southern 
Iron Car Line Company and the Express 
Coal Line Company. 

Both companies have now paid up to 
date all claims made against themsby the 
city for taxes. The agreement was satis- 
factory to both sides and the injunction 
suit in the courts will be withdrawn, the 
car company paying all costs. The com- 
pany will also pay the bill incurred in ad- 
vertising the 112 cars levied on “under fi. 
fas. issued by the city marshal’s office. 

The Southern Iron Car Line Company 
paid the following sums for back taxes 
and costs: 

For 1897, $127.50; 1898, $127.50; 1899, $127.50; 
1900, $127.50, and 1901, $131.25. 

The Express Coal Line Company paid 
the following sums for baék taxes: 

For 1897, $70.17; 1898, $70.17; 1899, $70.17; 
1900, $70.17, and 1901, $56.25. 

The advertising costs amounted to $42.30. 

The settlement was made after a con- 
ference between Attorney T. A.Hammond, 
representing the car companies, the city 
attorney and the city tax assessors. This 
conference took place on Monday in the 
office of the tax assessors. 

The matter came up some weeks 970 
when the cit~ claimed that the car com- 
pany owed a large sum as back taxes. 
This the company denied, answerine that 
it owned but comparatively little taxa- 
ble property. The city, however, insisted, 
and finally fi. fas. were issued by the 
marsnai, 

About 112 cars were levied on under 
these fi. fas. and they were then adver- 
tised to be sold to satisfy the claims for 
taxes. The company appealed to the 
courts to enjoin the city from carryinr@ 
out this sale, and Judge Lumpkin signed 
a temporary order restraining ‘the city 
marshal from proceeding with that work. 
The hearing was to have taken place last 
Saturday, but the case was not reached 
on the docket, as there were a number 
of other cases ahead of it. 

Members of the tax committee of coun- 
cil, béfore’ whom this matter was first 
brought, yesterday expressed themselves 
as pleased that an adjustment has been 
made and the case settled.

Best Mineral Display at the 
Buffalo Exposition, 


GEOLOGIST YEATES 1S. BAK 


Georgia Exhibit Is Showing People 
the Imyortomce cf the Empire 
State of the South—Best 
Display on the Smallest 
Appropriation. 


“Georgia has the greatest mineral and 
mining exhibit at the Buffalo exposition 
even if she did have the smaljest appro- 
priation,” said State Geologist W. 5. 
Yeates yesterday. 

Geologist Yeats has just returned from 
Buffalo, where he has been for the last 
two months installing the Georgia exhibit 
and getting everything in shape for the 
opening. 

The Georgia exhibit in the mineral build- 
ing, Professor Yeates says, occupies & 
place of honor and prominence. It oc- 
cupies the space immediately to the left 
of the entrance to the building, and is 
seen on both sides of the passage way. 
On the side of the passage way next to 
the wall of the building are Georgia’s 
collection of building stones and a sys- 
tematic collection of ores, clays, terra cot- 
ta, etc. In the space opposite this and 
forming one of the sections of the center 
of the building are the main features of 
the exhibit. These include the gem case 
that used to stand in front of Geologist 
Yeates’s office in the capitol, containing 
Georgia gold nuggets, amethysts, crystals, 
diamonds and other gems. Next to this 
stands a large block of porphyritic gran- 
ite from Sparta and then an exhibit of 
Catoosa red sandstone. These are on the 
main aisle, while on the aisle to the left 
are cases containing a systematic col- 
lection of Georgia minerals, and on the 
other Side is the case showing Georgta 
bauxite or aluminum ore and the manu- 
factured aluminum articles. In the cen- 
ter of the whole exhibit stands a mag- 
nificent column of white Georgia marble 
fifteen feet high. 

This mineral exhibit constitutes Geor- 
gia’s main show at the exposition, but 
there is another exhibit of interest in 
the agricultural building. The space oe- 
cupied in the-mineral building is 520 square 
feet. In the agricultural building Georgia 
has only 200 square feet, but there the 
products of a twenty-five acre one-mule 
farm are well displayed and attract much 
attention. : 
Geologist Yeates Talks. 

“It is a pity more money was not raised 
for an agricultural .exhibit from Geor- 
gia,” Professor Yeates’ said, “as theré 
are sO many fine exhibits of this nature 
there. The Georgia exhibit, however, 
makes an excellent showing. 

“But it is in our mineral and our min- 
ing exhibit that we excel,’’ he continued. 
“We have the best mineral exhibit there. 
M. V. Richards, the well known land 
agent of the Southern railway, stated that 
it was by all odds the best exhibit at the 
exposition. Remarks made by visitors 
who have inspected it bear out his asser- 
tion. I jotted down a few of the ex- 
clamatory expressions i heard used by 
strangers with reference to the cxhibit, 
and they are such as zre extremely grat- 
ifying to me.”’ 

Here are some cf the remarks made by 
strangers about the Georgia exhibit: 

“Building stones of Georgia! Aren't 
they beautiful?’ 

“Georgia is a most progressive state.’’ 

“Georgia has a very fine show, a most 
creditable display.’’

He Fired Three Shots at a Négro 
Assailant. 


TWO NEGROES ARE ARRESTED 


Shooting at Co of Mitchell and 
Broad Streets Last Night Drew 
a Large Crowd. 


R. L. Brotherton, a son of Captain W. 
H. Brotherton, was severely cut on the 
face last night by a negro with whom he 
had a difficulty at. the corner of Broad 
and Mitchell streeta Mr. Brotherton fired 
three shots from his revolver at the negro 
who cut/him. The police arrested two 
negroes, Madison Bell and Ed Bryant, 
who are believed to have, been implicated 
in the affray. Both of the negroes stout- 
ly protest their innocence. ; 

Brotherton's wound was dressed at Cur- 
tis’s drug store, at the corner of Forsyth 
and Mitchell streets. Dr. Curtis and Dr. 
Visanska sewed up a wound about five 
inches long in Brotherton’s left cheek, 
extending from the ear to a point near 
the mouth. The wound was deep and 
eight stitches had to be put in it. 

A charge of disorderly conduct was pre- 
ferred against him by Policemen Jones 
and Manier. He was served with a copy 
of the charges and allowed to go home. 

The trouble took place at about 8:30 
o'clock and the noise of the pistol shots 
attracted a large crowd d@ the scene, 
From the account of the police and by- 
standers, it appears that Brotherton was 
standing at the corner of Broad and 
Mitchell street with his dog lying at his 
feet. A crowd of negroes passed and one 
of them stepped on the dog. Brotherton 
spoke to the negro angrily and the latter 
LA neclig insolently. One word led to an- 
other until the negro whipped out his 
knife and slashed at his opponents face. 
Then Brothérton pulled his pistol. 

When Officer Estes, who was near the 
corner, heard the first shot fired he ran to 
the scene of the trouble. Brotherton was 
advancing on Madison Bell, one of the 
negroes arrested, as the latter ran up 
Mitchell street. Policeman Estes arresteu 
Bel] and Policeman Jones eame up and 
took charge of Brotherton. 

County Policeman Heard. who was 
waiting for a car when the trouble began 
saw a negro dart from the crowd an 
begin running. Policeman Heard began 
pursuing him. He did not overtake the 
fugitive until he had reached Markham 
street, nearly three-quarters of a mile 
from the scene of the shooting. The ne- 
gro gave his name as Ed Bryant. Near 
where the negro surrendered Officer 
Heard found three knives that Bryant 
had. dropped. He was locked = with 
ve both charged with disorderly con- 

uct, 

The cases will come up before Recorder 
Broyles today.

0. who are awaiting the outcome 
of the decision of the supreme court with 
reference’ to the public property fund 
case, none will be more anxious than the 
widews of confederate veterans who 
come within the new class created by the’ 
last legislature, and whose pensions this 
year will depend altogether on whether 
the school teachers can be paid out of the 
public property fund. 

Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey. 
has about completed his investigation of 
the applications of this class of widows. 
In round numbers there were about 2,000 
applications filed, about half the number 
that was expected. The pension commis- 
sioner has* passed on practically all of 
these applications. Just about half of 
them have been approved, while the oth- 
ers will be denied pensions because they 
do not meet the legal requirements. 

Thus it will be, seen there will be about 
1,000 of these pensions to be paid, requir- 


ing about $60,000, as each pension is to_be 
$60. The legislature appropriated $100, 

for the purpose, to be paid from any 
funds in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. It so happens that there are 
no funds in the.treasufy which meet the 
requirements of the act, nor will there be 
this year, unless the teachers are paid 
out of the public property fund. If all 
the teachers’ warrants can be paid from 
this fund, then the widows can be paid 
from the remainder of the general fund 
in the treasury, of which it is believed 
there will be a sufficiency for that pur- 


pose. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey has not 
completed the work of entering up all the 
applications which were approved, and 
will not give out any statement of them 
until after the supreme court has ren- 
dered its decision. His hopes for the 
widows are based on a decision from the 
court favorable to the contention made 
by Attorney General Terrell for the state, 
and unless such a decision is had, it is 
certain the widows will get no money 
this year.

Youth’s Conipanion: The duchess of 
Chartres was an enthusiast in the cause 
of American liberty and a 4>rm friend 
of its great naval champioh, ¥ “Jones, 
whom she nicknamed the “untife might 
of the sea.’’ The duchess was a al 
princess and a very great lady and p- 
tain Jones was a sailor, self-educated anc 
the son of a Scotch gardener, but In the 
exchenge of gifts and compliments which, 
necording tothe custom of the day in 
France, attended their friendship he was 
not to be outshone. 

At a luncheon which she gave just be- 
fore he sailed from France in the Ranger 
on that famous cruise of his which car- 
ried the war to the very shore of 
Britain, it was the good fortune of Paul 
Jones to share in a conversation touch- 
ing a French naval engagement in which 
the grandfather of the duchess had borne 
a conspicuous part and to defend and ex- 
plain his. maneuvers on that occasion— 
showing a: knowledge of every ship and 
every captain engaged, and winning on 
the spot the ardent personal adherence 
of Mme. de Chartres. 

At the close of the feast she presented 
to him a valuable watch which had been 
her grandfather’s. Taken by surprise, the 
American captain nevertheless accepted 
it with a grace that charmed the courtly 
ecmpany, promising that tn return, if for- 
tune favored him. he would some day 
“lay an English frigate at her feet.’’ 

It was a daring beast; but in A. C. 
Buell’s recent biography of Paul Jones 
it is related how he kept it. Within two 
years occurred the marvejous victory of 
the Bon Homme Richard over the Sera- 
pis, concerning which the victor wrote 
the duchess a letter, ending: “The en- 
emy surrendered at 35 minutes pust 10 P. 
m. by your watch, which I consult only 
to fix the moment of victory.’’ 

That was a phrase to delight a society 
that reveled in pretty phrases. and the 
duchess was amply satisfied. When Paul 
IJcnes reached Paris the gave a grand 
banquet in his honor.

A servant was sent to his room 
and returned with a long leather case,

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HORSE SHOW ARENA 


TO BE A MODEL ONE 


Extensive Improvements Now Going on 
in Coliseum. 
ROOM FOR 10,000 PEOPLE

Boxes Will Completely Encircle the 
Arena When Completed. 


STABLING CAPACITY TO BE ENLARGED 


When Improvements Are Through 
the Coliseum Will Be One of the 
Finest in the Country. 


Pations of the horse show last year 
were amazed and gratified at the general 
excellence of the arrangements made for 
providing for the crowds, and putting 
on the various “rings’’ in the arena. 
But it is safe to say that they will be 
even more astonished when the show 
opens this year. CW&anges and alterations 
are now under wayithat will make the 
coliseum one of .the*ideal horse show 
buildings in the United States.

This parade will be six feet in 
width and will permit persons occupying 
boxes and reserve seats to visit their 
friends and stroll about during the show 
without disturbing persons who wish to 


the parade will eliminate a feature that 
proved objectionable’ to reserved seat 
holders last year. This was the constant 
crowding of the narrow aisle in the rear 
of the boxes by persons going from one 
box to another.

During a meeting of the finance com- 


| mittee of council, held yesterday at noon 


in the mayor's office, it was decided to 
appoint D. 8S. Fero, of New York, special 
expert accountant, to audit the books of 
the various city departments. 

Mr. Fero is a:representative of the firm 
of Haskins & Sells, and has already done 


| considerable work in Atlanta...A contract 


will be signed with his’company in a few 
days, and in a short time he will begin 
the work of going over the books in all 
the offices. 

It is understood that one of the princi- 
pal reasons for employing an expert ac- 
countant was the hope that, after exam- 
ining the books, he would be prepared to 
suggest a uniform system by which all 
the accounts might be kept in future. 

There were a number of applicants for 
the work filed with the committ¢e, and 
all were given due consideration. Mr. 
Fero stated he did not know exactly what 
the examination would be worth, but gave 
assurance that it would cost but little 
more than was passed up for that par- 
ticular purpose. Mr. Fero will have gen- 
eral supervision of the work and will 
probably have two assistants under him. 
It is expected that from four to six weeks 
will be necessary to complete the exami- 
nation. 

Among those who also submitted appii- 
cations to audit the city’s books were 
Peter F. Clarke, of Atlanta; F. W. Rich- 
ardson, southern representative of the 
American Audit Company, of New York; 
Claude Leyden, of Atlanta; Albert Con- 
nally, of New York; the Southern Audit 
Company, of Birmingham, Ala., and 
Alonzo Richardson, of Atlanta. 

The matter was placed in the hands of 
Assistant City Attorney W. P. Hill yes- 
terday, afternoon and he will prepare the 
necessary contract. As soon as that con- 
tract is signed the work of auditing the 
books will begin. 

Major Claton Before Committee. 


Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent of 
public schools, appeared before the fi- 
nance committee and presented the claims 
of the department for more money with 
which to run the system for the y¢ar. 

The board of education will ask that 
about $14,000 extra be appropriated this 
year to pay the salaries of the new teach- 


ers that have been employed and cover the 


extra expenses for fuel and supplies in- 
curred on account of the _ additional 
school rooms provided during the past 
year. The schools also want about $5,300, 
which was spent in changing the sanitary 
arrangements in several of the schools, 
refunded to the expense fund of the de- 
partment. 

« For the past two years the city has ap- 
propriated $136,000 annually for the main- 
tenance of the schools. The board wants 
this amount increased to about $140,000 in 
order to meet all requirements. The fi- 
nance committee will hold anether meet- 
ing tomorrow evening at 7 o'clock for the 
express purpose of considering the June 
apportionment sheet, and the president 
of the school board is expected to appear 
before the committee at that time to

Legislature Can Establish a City 
ani a City Court Wherever It 
Sees Fit. ' 


The supreme court rendered an impor- 
tant decision Monday bearing upon city 
courts throughout the state. 

The decision was rendered in two cases, 
and it is te the effect that an appea] to 
the supreme court May be made from 
any city court created by the legislature 
in a municipality which has been declared 
a city by legislative act. It makes no 
difference if there are only six people 
in the city in ee Prete the leg- 
islature has incorporat it as a city and 
it has a city court. 

This settles a much vexed question over 
which there have been many legal dis- 
putes of late. Appeals to the supreme 
court have been questioned in many in- 
stances from these city courts in plates 
hardly big enough to be called towns. 
The supreme court hag delivered several 
expressions on the subject. but none of 
them have gone so far as did the decisions 
rendered yesterday, which leaves no doubt 
as to the status of any and all city 
courts. 

The cases in question were those. of 
Nancy Heard vs. the state, from the city 
court of Carrollton, and J. T. Sellers and 
others against W. J. Mann, from the city 
court of Baxley. Motions were made to 
dismiss both cases on the ground that 
“city ‘courts’ did not legally exist in these 
places, and therefore appeals could not - 
taken, he supreme court, in refusin 
to dismiss the appeals, decided that “the 
general assembly may, without regard to 
the population of a particular city; estab- 
lish therein a ‘city court,’ and prescribe 
that a writ of error shall lie therefrom 
to the supreme court.”’ 

Justice Little dissented from the opin- 
fon of the court. holding that it was rot 
the intention of ‘the constitution that 
cities, and, of course, city courts as well, 
should be established under such cireum- 
stances.

Cigarctte Dealers To Still 7 $25 
a Year. 


THE MATTER IS CONSIDERED 


Three Membe:s of Tax Committee 
Think License Should Not Be 
Increased to $200. 


At a meeting of the tax committee yes- 
terday afternoon it was practically decid- 
ed not to advancé the price of licenses to 
sell cigarettes. During a former meeting 
of the committee, when the general tax 
ordinance for 1901-1902 was being consid- 
ered, the advisability of putting the li- 
cense required of cigarette dealers up to 
$200 a year was discussed. 

These dealers now pay $25 a year. Rep- 
resentatives of a number of dealers ap- 
peared before the committee and stated 
that if the license was put up as contem- 
plated it would be in the nature of ‘a 
prohibitory tax. Three members of the 
committee now agree that it would be 
best to let the price remain as in the 
past. 

Another meeting of the committee will 
pe held tomorrow afternoon, when it is 
expected that all the members will be 
present. It is the intention of the tax 
committee to have its report on the new 
general tax ordinance ready for council 
next Monday. The crdinance will be- 
come, effective: July Ist. 

Councilman E. C. Kontz was unable to 
attend the session of the committee yes- 
terday afternoon, as he presided over the 
recorder’s court. Judge Kontz was form- 
erly city recorder and this is about the 
first time he has had the privilege of 
donning the ermine of the office since 
abandoning the bench for the more active 
practice of law. 

Owing to the continued and serious ill- 
ness of his wife, Councilman John C. 
Reed, also a member of the tax commit- 
tee, could not be present at yesterday’s 
meeting. In deference to the absence of 
these two gentlemen the committee did 
not take formal action on any important 
matters yesterday. 


BUSY MONTH FOR HOSPITAL. 


Superintendent Brewster’s Report 
Shows That 235 Patients Were 
Treated During May. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
board of trustees of the Grady hospital 
was held yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
Only four members of the board were 
present. These were Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, G. 8. Lowndes, R. J. Lowry 

and Joseph Hirsch. 

The entire meeting was taken up by 
the consideration of routine matters. Dr. 
T. F. Brewster, superintendent of the 
hospital, submitted his report for the 
month of Mav. It was an interesting doc- 
ument. 

This report showed that during the 
month 235 patients were treated, of which 
number twenty-three were pay and 212 
charity patients. Of the number treated 
108 were white. and 105 colored, all adults. 
Twenty-two children also received treat- 
ment at the hospital. 

There are now eighty-eight patients in 
the hospital. During the month there 
were 238 ambulance calls. Of these 24 
were accident and 214 sick calls. The 
daily average of patients was eighty-two 
and a half. 


WOMAN SUES FOR $1,000. 


Hopie Barnett Alleges Room Was 
Broken Into and Goods 
Carried Away. 

Hopie Barnett yesterday brought suit 
against the People’s Outfitting Company 
and W. A.‘ Carmichael for $1,000 damages, 
for an alleged breaking into a room and 
carrying away of some furniture and 
other articles. The woman is represented 

by Attorneys Kilpatrick and Moore. 

She asserts ownership to the articles 
and claims that she had them stored in a 
room at 446 Davis street. It is alleged 
that Carmichael, acting for the People’s 
Outfitting Company, forced an entrance 
into the room and carried away the 
goods. 

The plaintiff claims that she was great- 
ly humiliated and she is seeking to recov- 
er damages to the amount above speci- 
fied. The suit was filed in the city court.

NEW FERTILIZER PLANT. 


Atlanta Firm To Establish Branch 
Factory Near Chattanooga, 
Tenn. 

The firm of A. D. Adair and McCarty 
Bros., fertilizer manufacturers of this 
city, are establishing. a large branch plant 
rear Chattanooga, The site of the new 
concern will te a tract of eighty acres 
about eight miles from Chattanooga, on 
the Western and Atlantic and South- 

ern railroads, 

The Georgia factory, which is located at 
East Point, under the name of Furman & 
Co., in which the controlling interest be- 
longs to A, D. Adair and McCarty Bros., 
will continue operations as before. It 
will, in fact, be much enlarged in the near 
future, 

The new Tennessee plant will cost be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000, and will have an 
output of from ten to twenty tons a day. 
About 100 men will be employed. The 
concern will probably be incorporated 
under the Tennessee charters, under the 
name of the Chattanooga Fertilizing Com- 
pany. 

The reason given for locating a branch 
plant at Chattanooga is that northern Al- 
abama, Tennessee and Kentucky repre- 
sent a large part of the company’s terri- 
tory, thereby reducing the freight rates 
on delivered goods. Also, Chattanooga 
offers low river rates of transportation 
not enjoyed by Atlanta. 

Extensive phosphate mines in Tennessee 
owned by the company offered a more ad- 
vantageous proximity to the new plant. 
the point being furthermore in direct 
transportation communication with Chi- 
cago, St. Lovis and New York.
